OW that Archie Moore has 
N retires the cup by defeat- 

ing Joey Maxim three 
times, the light-heavyweight 
champion of the world has a 
future to consider which seems 
to offer only a meeting with 
Harold Johnson of Philadel- 
phia, then a plunge into the 
heavyweight ranks for a pos- 
sible crack at Rocky Marciano. 

Moore has beaten Johnson 
three out of four times and 
the one decision which Harold 
gained—Milwaukee—was said 
to have been undeserved. 

Still, Johnson undoubtedly 
deserves a title chance and 
will get it if there is a pro- 
moter interested in putting on 
the match. ad 

Moore has boxed plenty of 
heavyweights in his day but 
he complained about the 
weight he had to give away. 

He won from Nino Valdes, 
the Cuban at The Arena, short- 
ly after he won the 175-pound 
championship in the game 
building from Maxim. And he 
said after the fight the big 
fellow was hard for him to 
fight. 

It is doubtful that Archie 
would have much success 
against Rocky Marciano ‘be- 
cause the heavyweight cham- 
pion hits so hard and is so 
strong that Moore couldn't 
push him around as he did 
Maxim. 

Moore left no doubt as to 
his superiority over Maxim in 
their third meeting. He 
smashed Joey to the floor 
twice, something he hadn't 
been able to do in either of 
their other meetings. 

One judge voted 13 rounds 
for Moore, one for Maxim 
and one even; the other judge 
had it 11 rounds for Moore, 
three for Maxim and one even 
while the referee had it 12 for 


Moore, two for Maxim and 
one even. 
From a television seat it 


appeared to the writer that 
Moore had 12 rounds to one 
for Maxim with two even.

New System Slower. 
HE new system of scoring 
T which was adopted by the 
National Boxing Associa- 
tion at its recent convention 
was used for the first time in 
a title match. It provides for 
ten points for the winner of a 
round with a lesser amount 
for the loser, with deductions 
for rule infractions and ten 
points each for an even round. 

That it made little differ- 
ence to the old style of ten 
points per round, divided as 
the official saw fit, is indicated 
by a comparison of the two 
scores. 

Under the new .rule, the 
writer had it 149 for Moore 
and a 128 for Maxim while 
under the old the count would 
have been 88 for Moore and 
62 for Maxim. About the only 
difference is to increase the 
number of points, make score 
cards harder and slower to 
add and to come up with the 
total in box car figures.

His veteran manager, Jack 
Kearns, who brought out Jack 
Dempsey and handled Mickey 
Walker, is in much different 
condition.

The actuary, who has outlined 
many trusteed plans that he pre- 
fers to the group annuity sys- 
tem under which the ball play- 
ers benefit, said a clause pro- 
viding for amendment or termi- 
nation was “an absolute essen- 
tial to protect the employer in 
any pension plan.” 

As he put it in this case. 
“Otherwise the clubs would be 
contracting to perpetuity.” 

In turn, however, Warren said 
the clubs ‘‘went out on a limb” 
in their so-called September 
termination resolution adopted 
in December. 

“They have assumed a moral 
obligation and would have to 
prove extreme inability to con- 
tinue to pay,” he said. “Besides, 
there could be serious tax penal- 
ties if they were to discontinue 
the plan.” : 

Warren pointed out that the 
pension plan for the players was 
a two-party contract between the 
ball clubs and the Equitable 
Life Assurance Co. and that 
“under normal insurance com- 
pany procedure” with pension 
plans, the administrative com- 
mittee—of which two player 
representatives are members in 
this instance—has “no policy- 
making authority.” 

The actuary said the United 
States Supreme Court had held 
that employers must bargain 
with employes on pension mat- 
ters if the employes have col- 
lective bargaining. 

“However,” he observed, “the 
players have no union, so it is 
improbable that they could force 
the clubs to bargain with them 
as to pension provisions or 
benefits.”

The Holy Land has become a 
place where fishermen on the 
the Sea of Galilee have armed 
police protection. Shepherds 
carry rifles. Farmers know how 
to use machine guns and mor- 
tars. The man plowing toward 
you in the next field may be 
planning your murder. 

There are nearly 600 miles of 
armistice line separating Israel 
from Lebanon, Syria, Jordan 
and Egypt, four of the Arab 
nations which fought Israel in 
1948 

Set up in 1949 through the 
efforts of the United Nations 
mediator, Dr. Ralph Bunche, th: 
line was expected to be replaced 
by permanent boundaries under 
peace treaties within a_ few 
months.. It has lasted nearly 
five years now. 

Bloodshed Along Line. 

There has been bloodshed all 
along the line, but the real 
trouble area extends for about 
80 miles from the Jordan city 
of Tulkarm in the north, through 
Qalgiliye, the Latrun’ valley, 
Jerusalem and down to Idna in 
the south. 

On the Israeli side of the 
border are the greatest concen- 
tration of Israel's. population 
and a large proportion of the 
border settlements it has estab- 
lished, backed up by the Israeli 
army. On the other 
Jordan’s heavy population cen- 
ters, except Amman, and the 
border outposts of the well- 
trained and well-equipped Jor- 
dan army, the Arab Legion. 
Mixed in with the population 
and army at points usually not 
more than 20 miles from the 
border and often within walk- 
ing distance are most of the 
474.000 Palestinian refugees in 
Jordan. Six years ago the refu- 
gees lived on the other side of 
the border. 

At many places in the country 
the line is marked only. by 
stones painted white. Jewish 
farmers on one side of the line 
and Arab farmers on the other 
may find themselves working 
with only a patch of weeds be- 
tween them. At other points, 
notably in and around Jeru- 
salem, in the Latrun valley and 
in Galilee, there are narrow de- 
militarized zones between the 
two countries. 

Neither army is able to guard 
every foot of the frontier be- 
tween Israel and Jordan. It re- 
quires no special cunning to slip 
across the fields at night and 
move toward the nearest lights. 
Some of the Arab refugees in 
Jordan spent most of their lives 
in the fields across the border 
To them a crossing is as easy as 
going across a street. This is 
called “infiltration.” 

Israeli police say infiltration 
causes most of the border trou- 
bles and is deliberately or- 
ganized. Authorities in Jordan 
acknovledge there is a great 
deal of it and say they are mak- 
ing every effort to stop it. . 

Border Crossings. 

In the early days after the 
war, refugees who had buried 
their money in orange groves or 
secreted it under a_ house 
streamed across the border to 
recover it. Even now there is 
an urtfderstandable compulsion 
for refugees to prowl around 
their old villages or to try to 
get oranges from some of the 
trees they planted. 

Some Arabs with homes on 
the border can see Jewish farm- 
ers cultivating fields taken away 
from them in the armistice ne- 
gotiations. Budrus is a small 
border village near Kibya, where 
Israeli soldiers destroved a large

Setback for Molotov 


The travelers on the Berlin conference high- 
way have come to its first side road, and the 
Foreign Ministers from the West have refused 
to be talked into turning off the main route. 

Not unexpectedly Russia’s Molotov proposed 
the enlargement of the meetings by admitting 
Red China. Dulles, Eden and Bidault agreed to 
accept this as the No. 1 item on the agenda, but 
they did so only to turn down the proposition. 

That the Chinese have a part in the over-all 
diplomatic situation was not denied. In fact, Sec- 
retary of State Dulles indicated that a discussion 
of Asiatic affairs with the Chinese might be un- 
dertaken once a Korean settlement has been 
reached. But the Chinese have no business in 
Berlin. 

Participation in the current talks is limited to 
the occupying powers in Germany and Austria. 
In a sense, this is a pre-United Nations confer- 
ence. At San Francisco it was understood that 
the new international organization was to Aas- 
sume responsibility for the preservation of peace 
after the signing of the World War II treaties. 
So even if Red China were a member of the 
U.N., one could hardly argue that it has a right 
to a chair at this conference table. 

The job at Berlin is to draw up treaties which, 
but for Russia’s attitude, should have been 
signed long ago. Its problems are restitution of 
Austrian independence and the reconstitution 
of Germany. The question is whether Molotov is 
ready and able to make a serious approach to 
this work, or whether he is interested only in 
delay and division. 

That the Russian should try a diversionary 
game is perhaps inevitable. Moscow can hardly 
be eager for a united Germany within the West- 
ern bloc. And the uprising of last June showed 
clearly enough how the East Germans would 
vote in free elections. A “neutralized’’ Germany 
would be more satisfactory to the Kremlin. In 
trying for this, Molotov will try to make the 
most of French fears of a reunited and re-armed 
Germany, Perhaps he will wax sentimental about 
a renewal of the old Franco-Russian treaty. 

But if France stands firm with the British and 
the Americans, he will have to get down to the 
real case sooner or later. The alternatives are a 
Russian walk-out in the manner of the Stalin 
days or an adjournment of the conference short 
of its ultimate goal. There is no doubt about 
the British and American position. Bidault is 
personally in accord with this, although under 
some pressure at home. But it is Molotov who 
can most readily assure success or failure in 
Berlin. 

Moscow's man has tried his first diversionary 
maneuver, and it has failed. After the manner of 
a boxer, he may have been feeling out the 
strength of the Western bloc. If so, he found it 
quite solid.

Add to examples of Republican opposition to 
Eisenhower proposals in disproof of Speaker 
Martin’s assertion Saturday that if the Admin- 
istration program is not adopted it will be the 
fault of the Democrats: 

The President’s plan for union votes on 
strikes is doomed in committee by the opposi- 
tion of a second Republican Senator who joins 
the adverse stand of Republican Senator Ives 
of New York. The second anti-strike vote Re- 
publican is Senator Cooper of Kentucky. 

The President's proposal to retain the excise 
taxes now due to expire April 1 receives a heavy 
blow from one of the highest ranking legislative 
leaders of the Eisenhower Administration, who 
calls for a cut of approximately a billion dollars 
this year in excise revenue. The Republican 
leader who calls for the slash is Speaker Martin. 
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Turnpikes for Oklahoma 

Oklahomans have voted for a $150,000,000 ex- 
tension of toll roads. In part this election result 
signifies the success of the present Turner Turn- 
pike between Tulsa and Oklahoma City. In part, 
it is an admission of defeat in state road building. 

By turning to toll roads, the Oklahoma Legis- 
lature tacitly conceded that its state highway 
policy to date has been no howling success. Okla 
homa highways are far behind those in Missouri, 
despite an Oklahoma gas tax which is more 
than twice as high as the tax here. Now the state 
will charge motorists for using more turnpikes 
while still collecting gas taxes from them. 

The Oklahoma situation is of interest in Mis- 
souri because the next Legislature obviously is 
going to meet the toll road question again. And 
toll roads can be justified by specific local cir- 
cumstances, In Oklahoma, toll roads seem to be 
justified by a historical inability to construct 
decent free roads. Missouri certainly ought to 
find better reason for them than that. 
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Without Strings 
The $1,000,000 gift to Washington University 
by Mr. and Mrs. David P. Wohl—their latest 
community benefaction—is notable for both gen- 
erosity and understanding. The money is given 


_ without strings, to be used to meet whatever 


needs are most pressing. All university admin 
istrators pray for unrestricted gifts, especially 
since endowment income has declined. Too 
often the gift of another building, suitable for 
displaying the donor’s name, means just one 
more financial headache because of upkeep 
costs. A gift such as that by Mr. and Mrs. Wohl 
relieves burdens instead of imposing new ones. 
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Snip Those Stringbeans 

Dr. Earnest A. Hooton, the Harvard anthro- 
pologist, is worried over the tendency of tall, 
thin women to marry tall, thin men and have 
tall, thin children. He wants tall men to marry 
short girls, and tall girls to avoid tall men, 
so that their babies will avoid the extremes and 
be middle-of-the-roaders, so to speak, No more 
“stringbeans,” as Dr. Hooton calls them — but 
no butterbeans, either. 

It strikes us that Dr. Hooton has his work, 
as the saying goes, cut out for him. Tall women 
shun short men the same way they shun verti- 
cal stripes, and for the same reason. Short men 
accentuate the vertical. Short men shun tall 
women because the comparison makes them 
look unimpressive, or so they feel; and if a 
man can’t look impressive he'd just as soon 
not look. (It is exceptionally easy for short 
men to shun tall women because the tall women 
are already shunning them.) , 

An extra-tall woman (or man) alongside an 
extra-tall man (or woman?) always reminds some- 
body of Mutt and Jeff. The result of all these 
fixed notions as to what human beings look 
best or funniest together is, as Dr. Hooton puts 
it in scientific terms, that more than 22 per cent 
of the 50,000 G.I.s he examined were of the 
elongated type. Nine per cent were classified as 
extreme types—‘thin, non-muscular and elon- 
gated.”’ Dr. Hooton has our best wishes for suc- 
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cess in trying to persuade people who should go 
with whom. But we doubt that many parents 
of present-day 16-year-old daughters or 18-year- 
old sons are going to have much faith in the 
outcome. 
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Pigeonhole It! 

Why all the contortions in the Senate and 
around the White House to appease Senator 
Bricker? 

Why all the efforts to cook up substitutes that 
President Eisenhower and the Ohio mossback 
might possibly agree on? 

Why the unseemly competition between Sena- 
tor Knowland of California, Administration 
Leader, and Senatoy George of Georgia, to be 
the first to get to the wire with a compromise? 

The plain fact of the matter is that the Brick- 
er resolution proposes a constitutional amend- 
ment that is not in the least needed. There is a 
series of safeguards against unwise treaties. 

The President and Secretary of State are the 
first two protections. The Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations is a third, Sti'l ahother is the 
membership of the Senate itself. 

The House, elected every two years, is free to 
express itself by resolution if in the opinion of 
its members an unwise foreign policy is being 
pursued; moreover no foreign policy can long 
continue which is not supported financially by 
vote of the House. 

The judiciary, including the United States Su- 
preme Court, has ruled that a treaty, like any 
other law of the land, is subject to the require- 
ments of the Federal Constitution. 

Finally the people, as Roscoe Drummond and 
many others have suggested, possess the safe- 
guard of the polling place. They can defeat a 
President and turn out majorities in Congress. 
They can—and they have done so. 

The one best thing to do with the Bricker 
resolution is to kill it. Obviously it should not 
be passed, Neither should it be compromised. 
The most painless death would be to return it 
to the Judiciary Committee from whence it 
should never have emerged. That is Senator 
Morse’s proposal. The Oregon Independent has 
an idea 1000 times better than the face-saving 
flimflams being dreamed up by Senator Know- 
land and the other compromisers. 

To set the long and involved amending process 
in operation merely to mollify Senator Bricker 
would be outrageously irresponsible. Not for one 
minute should that be even seriously considered.

Pointing out that 25 years ago, 
St. Louis was the seventh city in population, 
busily engaged in widening streets, improving 
parks and erecting buildings, Mr. Rede] said: 

Today St. Louis is a stagnant city. It soon 
may rank tenth in population. Its streets are 
choked with traffic. Its parks are taken over 
with the hurly-burly of commerce. Instead 
of buildings going up, they are being. torn 
down to make one-level. parking lots. 

The solution, as Mr. Redel said, is for St. 
Louis to put its finances on a solid basis by ex- 
tending the earnings tax, after which it can un- 
dertake the municipal improvements so urgently 
needed. 

Fortunately Mr. Redel’'s Democratic opponent, 
John P. Barrett, has just come out in favor of 
the earnings tax. This, as today's cartoon sug- 
gests, means “One Mind Made Up—One to Go.” 
The candidate who still has to make up his mind 
is another Democrat, James M. Webbe. His Re- 
publican opponent in the Fourth District, Philip 
E. Muehlheausler, has declared for the earnings 
tax without reservation. 

Hence three out of four of the State Senatorial 
candidates know why St. Louis needs the earn- 
ings tax. Does James M. Webbe still have to 
learn why? 
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Advance Notice on Latin America 

Latin America’s economy grew weaker last 
year. A United Nations agency, the Economic 
Commission for Latin America, has issued a 
preview of a report on 1953 conditions which 
should have particular interest in Washington. 

The preview states that a drop in prices and 
world demand for raw materials which Latin 
America exports seriously affected the neighbor 
republics. Since North America is South Ameri- 
ca’s best customer, the reduction in United 
States demand for imports had a special impact. 
Moreover. the preview notes “the reduction of 
United States capital flow to Latin America, 
both government and private.” 

This last observation is noteworthy because the 
Eisenhower Administration's policy is to depend 
more on private, less on government, invest- 
ment in Latin America, This was the gist of the 
advice of Dr. Milton Eisenhower, the President's 
brother, after his southern mission last summer. 

In the year of that mission, however, Latin 
America got less United States Government aid, 
and less private capital too. If the trend con- 
tinues, it will damage not only the economies of 
the sister republics, but inter-American rela- 
tions. Hence the U.N. report is an advance warn- 
ing of the difficulties yet to be faced between 
policy and performance. 
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Safety at the Airport 

Airport Manager David Leigh’s report on Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field is most reassuring. He says 
that it is one of the safest in the country and 
that every effort is being made to keep it that 
way despite sharp increases in air traffic. It is 
good to know that the very latest safety devices 
are integral parts of the airport operation. For 
those on the ground, especially people living 
near the airport, it is a happy fact that air 
traffic routes have been so arranged that low- 
flying aircraft are kept as far as possible from 
populated areas.

‘An advertisement in behalf of the “interest- 
ing hobby of swapping” led us to look at the 
swap column in the Want Ad section, to see how 
Americans are doing with their old American 
custom. The answer is, just as well as ever. 

For example, a prospective swapper offers 
tuckpointing in exchange for decorating.

It is not thé fault of Lester B. Dill 
and his son-in-law, Rudy Turilli, that 
Jesse James, if it was Jesse, did not 


get back his names, first and middle, 


as well as last. They did their best. 

Messrs. Dill and Turilli.are entrepre- 
neurs of the Meramec -caverns, once 
used by the James gang because the 
members could gallop their horses 1000 
yards into the cave. The publicity sur- 
rounding the James name court hear- 
ing did not reduce cave attendance, 
which last vear topped 300,000. 


Mr. Turilli seems to be in the sad 
plight of a publicity man who has con- 
vinced himself. The trial accomplished 
one thing that few mortals could, It 
managed, through excitement, to kill 
off one alleged member of the James 
gang, although the fellow was well over 
100 at the time. 


“IT traveled 90,000 miles in 28 states 
to prove or disprove that Dalton was 
Jesse James.” said Mr. Turilli, “and I 
am convinced that he was.” 

The whole thing began when a man, 
known as J. Frank Dalton, got out of 
bed in. Lawton, Okla., one morning in 
1949, and said: “I am Jesse James. I 
promised not to tell anyone until I 
was 100 years old.” 


This man further said that the fellow 
shot in St. Joseph, Mo., April 3, 1882, 
was one Charlie Bigelow, a drunken 
bandit who had been using the name 
of Jesse James, and that he was ven- 
tilated to give Jesse a pass with the 
gendarmes. 


Messrs. Dill and Turilli went to Law- 
ton, got “Jesse.’ and fetched him by 
ambulance to the Meramec caverns. 
Then they went in search of members 
of the James gang, guided by “Uncle 
Jesse,” as Mr. Turillo came to cail him. 

Mr. Turilli said that in Guthrie. 
Okla., they found John Trammell, 110, 
a cook for the James boys, Mr. Tu- 
rilli said he gave the password, ‘‘Clunk,”’ 
and Trammel answered _ correctly, 
“Pigeon,” as Uncle Jesse said he would. 

In Nashville, Tenn., according to Mr. 


Turilli, they found James Davis, 109. 
James gang member and later United 
States marshal. This time, Mr. Turilli 
confided, the password was “Everything 
is lovely,”’ and the answer was, ‘The 
goose hangs low.” 

They discovered in Ray county, Mis- 
souri, a blind man, John William Pierce, 
96, who gave affidavit that he was lay- 
ing stone by the old home place of 
James in St. Joe, He swore he heard 
a shot, went in, and there lay old 
Charlie Bigelow, and tater that day 
James came around to his house and 
said, ‘Now I must leave the country.” 

Trammell and Davis came on to 
Meramec caverns, talked long with 
“Uncle Jesse,” and said, “That sure is 
Jesse James.” It was then that every- 
one went before Judge R. A. Breuer, 
Union, Mo., to reclaim the name of 
Jesse James. 


There were eight hours of testimony 
by witnesses, as many others had been 
gathered, and once during the hearing, 
as Mr. Turilli recalled it, Mr. Davis be- 
came miffed by an uproar in court, and 
said, “Judge, give me five minutes and 
I'll get you some order.” 

He got down off the stand, sought 
out one man, drew his pistol, and said, 
“For a dime I'd drill you right between 
the eyes.” 


Presently the hearing was through, 
and Judge Breuer said, in effect: 

“If your name was Jesse James, it's 
still Jesse James. What are we talking 
about?” 

Old Col. Davis, said Mr. Turilli, sur- 
vived the hearing by only a few hours. 
He died of a heart attack in Mr. Tu- 
rilli’s arms, and his last words were. 
“Shouldn't have left the hospital, but 
Jesse needed me.” 

“Uncle Jesse” died in July 1951 in 
Texas. 

Mr. Turilli was asked how much pub- 
licity had accrued to Meramec caverns. 
“I should say, in inches,’ he replied 
judicially, “that it was as long as the 
cave.” 

The cave, measuring all the passages, 
is 26 miles long. 
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They Ought to Go Very Slow on This One

¢ The Eisenhower Administration has 
announced a policy of shifting a certain 
percentage of defense contracts into 
areas or to firms in more or less eco- 
nomic trouble. The economic trouble, 
that is, as well as economic efficiency, 
will to some extent determine who gets 
the contract. 


The proposal has brought protests 
from areas which are not in economic 
trouble. Specifically, the fight opens 
out as a tug of war between the South 
and West and New England. 


The reason is clear enough. New 
England is, in some of its lines and 
certain of its areas, in economic trouble. 


But is the throwing of defense con- 
tracts into such areas a Jegitimate cure 
or palliative for their economic trouble? 
Palliative is, of course, the better word. 
Because it is obvious that many firms 
and most regions which are having 
trouble im the very first stages of an 
economic readjustment like the one we 
are now in are more than superficially 
vulnerable. 


They can’t be cured by mere federal 
favor. Obsolescent machinery due to 
sleepy ‘investment policies, lethargic 
management due to nepotism and fam- 
ily ownership, high labor costs due to 
advanced social and labor legislation— 
all these items may count in putting an 
area at a competitive disadvantage. A 
few extra defense contracts aren't going 
to end troubles as deep as those. 

To be sure, the Eisenhower program 
is not without safeguards. An earlier 
plan of the last Administration allowed 


price differentials to contractors in the 
trouble areas—they could get the con- 
tract without making the lowest bid. 

The new scheme will swing a contract 
to the man in the trouble area only if he 
can meet the price established by com- 
petitive bidding elsewhere. If this 
price rule means what it says, it would 
reduce the temptation to subsidize in- 
efficient industry at the public expense. 

Certainly the Administration can't get 
into a policy of subsidizing inefficient 
industry. That would undercut its own 
argument in the great tariff controversy 
now heading up. 

On the tariff the Eisenhower people 
want American industry to stand more 
on its own feet and face the competition 
of the world. If the Administration re- 
cedes an inch from that position in the 
defense contract policy—if it throws 
defense contracts to domestic high 
bidders and thus forces the taxpayer to 
subsidize the inefficient—it will have 
trouble fighting unreasonable tariffs.

A PAIL OF OYSTERS. by Vern Sneider. (6 P. 

Putnam's Sons, $3.50.) 

This is a second novel and a power- 
ful one by the widely-acclaimed author 
of “The Teahouse of the August Moon.” 
His story is set in present-day Formosa, 
from where he recently returned. 

Li Liu is a Formosan youth, descend- 
ed on his mother’s side from the ab- 
original Taiyal inhabitants of the moun- 
tains which tower on the island's Pa- 
cific coast, and on his father’s side from 
farmer and fishermen descendents of 
Hakka Chinese who migrated genera- 
tions ago from tine Chinese mainland. 
Daily he and his brothers tend their 
carefully planted oyster beds along the 
seashore, The oysters and the produce 
which they bring in trade sustain Ld 
Liu and his parents’ large family. 

But with the coming of alien main- 
land Chinese to Formosa, life has be- 
come harder and more dangerous. Mem- 
bers of the Save- 
the-Country Army 
not only guard the 
shores against pos- 
sible mainland in- 
vaders, but also 
frequently plunder 
the local country- 
side in search for 
food and barter 
goods for the black- 
market of the 
neighboring town. 
On one _ occasion 
when marauding 
soldiers visit Li 
Liu’s parental 
home, they make 
off with the family god. Since to these 
peasant folk this theft is worse even 
than the loss of their hidden food, 
Li Liu is sent to recover the deity. 

Despite the risks of traveling without 
money and proper credentials, Li Liu 
sets out in a search that carries him 
finally to Taipei, the capital, Through 
Li Liu’s eyes we are led to see the 
tragic plight of Formosans today, caught 
between the menace of invasion from 
the mainland and alien occupation. 
Woven into the story of this simple 
country boy’s frightened experiences 
are a visiting American journalist, and 
a brother and sister who have escaped 
from the slavery into which their For- 
mosan parents had sold them because 
of economic duress. The narrative 
moves tensely toward its vivid, shock- 
ing climax. Throughout this moving 
story the reader comes to know a great 
people.

REPORTS U.S. LIMITIN 


Brownell Says Department 
Will Act Only Against 
Clear-Cut Cases. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28 (UP)— 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. said today that the 
Justice Department will limit 
its criminal anti-trust prosecu- 
tions to outright, hard-core vio- 
lations of the law. 


In a speech to the anti-trust 
section of the American Bar As- 
sociation, Brownell noted that 
from May 1 to the end of 1953 
the department brought 10 crim- 
inal actions for violations of the 
anti-trust laws. 

Of these 10, he said, all but 
one struck at activities held by 
the courts to be clear violations 
of the law. He defined them as 
price-fixing, allocations of ter- 
ritorie® or customers and boy- 
cotts.

Friend Looks Ahead 
To Fishing in Ozarks

NCE every six months or so, a letter comes 

from our friend Cy Richeson who is working 

on “civilian relief” in far-off Korea, and 
these are always so interesting that I like to pass 
them along. The last 
one reached us from 
Pusan in just six days, 
which seems remark- 
ably fast time for a 
letter to come half- 
way around the world, 
even though it trav- 
eled by air. 

“Dear Len,” says 
Cy. “We were sorry to 
learn from your last 
report that farming 
conditions in the 
Ozarks are even worse 
than the accounts we 
have “ead in the Post- 
Dispatch. I am par- 
ticularly sorry to hear 
feed from the drouth: 
reeks have dried up to 
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about the severe loss of 
and also that ponds and e

not be made up for many years. I have a vaca- 
tion trip back to Missouri scheduled for next 
summer, after a long stay in Korea. and it will 
be a big disappointment if I can’t take mv cast- 
ing rod and bucket of minnows and head for 
Indian creek and Fourche au Renault in pursuit 
of the wily sinallmouth.

“I SPENT THE HOLIDAYS with the family 
in Tokyo and thought you'd like to hear about 
our Japanese Christmas. The time, of course, 
was much too short but nevertheless enjoyable. 
The celebration started with a big turkey dinner 
with some American friends at our house, com- 
plete with egg-nog and all the trimmings. Then 
next day we had in a houseful of Japanese 
friends for cold turkey, tea and Oriental games, 
which we have learned to a degree. Our little 
Molly is a real friend-maker among the Japanese 
and we're apt to find her in the oddest places 
—anywhere from playing dice games with the 
old Grandpapasans to dancing in the street 
with the children.

“A QUAINT CUSTOM of the Japanese trades- 
men, even thovgh most of them are non-Chris- 
tian, is to fetch all their customers a present’ at 
Christmas time. And we received quarts of 
milk, free ice, fresh fish, vecetables—something 
from each merchant with whom we do business. 
It is rather interesting that we cannot pay cash 
for such merchandise at time of purchase. All 
food supplies are delivered by the tradesmen 
and paid for once a week by our cook. An 
unusual happening was that our landlord 
brought a gift of a large box of bananas—a rare 
treat in Japan and very expensive. None of 
these ‘presents’ was brought to the door. Some 
were left in the mailbox, others on the front 
porch or out in the yard—so that it was like an 
old-fashioned Easter-egg hunt, back home. 
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“FINALLY, TO ESCAPE from the round of 
rich foods, I gathered the family together, took 
a Japanese train and went to a mountain hotel 
where we hoped for skiing and ice-skating for 
the youngsters.. But alas, warm weather pre- 
vented either sport. Then nature took a hand 
and presented us with a tirst-class earthquake, 
and next morning Mount Ashima went into ac- 
tion for the first time in several hundred years, 
so that we got to see our first active volcano. 
For miles around the snow was soot-speckled 
and later we drove and hiked to the volcano pit 
where there was a regular Fourth of July dis- 
play of flames, steam and lava. 


“But the holiday was soon over and I was on 
the way back to ‘Frozen Chosen,’ as the G.Is 
call Korea, flying close to Mount Fugi—Japan’s 
sacred volcano. Landed in Pusan on New Year's 
day to the same old problems of POWs, allies, 
enemies, President Rhee and trying to bring 
order out of chaos. Making the Far East safe 
for the democracies is no easy task; any more 
than knitting together our allies into a firm, 
forceful, forward looking organization for world 
peace.

Diabetes Research 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OU might think that once physicians have a satisfactory 
Y treatment for an illness, they'd be content. Such isn’t 

the case. Always there remains the tantalizing hope of 
cure or of some better treatment. And there’s always the 
urge to learn more about the causes and body chemical 
changes in disease. 

For instance, insulin and diet satisfactorily control dia- 
betes. Though the disease is not cured, most people who 
have it now lead nearly normal lives. 

Still the search goes on. As an example, thousands of 
compounds have been studied with the hope that one of 
them could be taken by mouth instead of insulin by injec- 
tion. Insulin itself can’t be taken by mouth because it is 
digested before it has any effect. Nor can insulin be put in 
coated capsules to carry it safely through the stomach juices. 
Even when it gets into the intestine, it isn't absorbed into 
the blood stream in any predictable manner.

a ALL SORTS of other compounds have been tried, with- 

“out good result. Some of them are exotic-sounding plants 
“that legend or native use suggested might be effective by 
“mouth in'diabetics. Blueberry or whortleberry leaves, Eu-

“been discovered that prolong its action. These include 
globin, protamine zinc and NPH insulins. This means that 
**many diabetics needing insulin require only one shot every 

day. 

: Physicians have also discovered that more natural diets 
‘work best in normal-weight diabetics. Thirty years ago they 
-were starved. Later, they were stuffed with fats, but few 
gtarches and no sugars. Now, except for rigid calorie restric- 
‘tion and some retriction in straight sugars and sirups, a 

diabetic diet closely resembles what any intelligent person 

eats. 

The search continues for more complete understanding 
of the enormously complex basic chemical changes that 
cause diabetes and other diseases—knowledge that can lead 
to prevention and even better treatments in the years to 
come. 


The Art of Cooking With Chafing Dish |~ 


Smart Hostess Will Experiment Before She Invites Guests to Watch 


By Hoyt Alden 


F you had gone into a store 
|: few years ago and asked for 

a chafing dish the clerk would 
have looked at you as though 
you had asked for a buggy whip. 
He might have suggested that 
you look in your grandmother's 
attic. 

But things run in cycles, and 
now the chafing dish is back 
again. Once more people are 
endangering the dining room 
furniture by setting fire to 
brandy, and endangering their 
guests’ digestive systems with 
some of the strangest concoc- 
tions known to man. 

The chafing dish is a handy 
thing to have, if for no other 
reason, to keep a Sunday night 
supper warm until the guests 
are ready to eat. You can also 
cook with them, but it’s some- 
thing of an art, and the smart 
hostess will experiment with a 
dish first before she invites all 
her friends in to see her perform 
on a chafing dish. 4 

A good dish to start with is 
creamed lobster. It’s also deli- 
cious and makes a good Sunday 
night supper dish. You can have 
your lobster already cooked, 
preferably in a bouillon made 
with a little carrot and onion 
finely chopped, salt and pepper, 
a little vinegar, a few strings of 
parsley, a bay leaf and a little 
thyme. 

When the lobster is done, slice 
it. You should also have ready 
a sauce made with the yolks of 
two eggs, a little cream and, if 
you want, a thimble of sherry. 
Now you are at the table, behind 
your chafing dish, and ready to 
perform. 

Put a generous hunk of butter 
in the hot chafing dish und when 
it melts, put in the lobster. Let 
it cook in the butter until it is 
heated through, adding salt, pep- 
per and paprika. Now pour 
your egg mixture in and mix 
everything well. Let it cook 
slowly until the sauce thickens, 
but don’t let it boil. 

Your guests will be impressed.

cheese. Be sure to have good, 
aged American cheese. Proceed 
like this: 

Take three cups of grated 
American cheese and melt it 
with two tablespoons of butter 
over a low flame, stirring all the 
time. When it’s melted, add half 
a teaspoon of salt, a few grains 
of cayenne, a half teaspoon of 
dry mustard and a teaspoon of 


Worcestershire sauce. Be sure 
this’ is all well mixed and 
blended. 


Have ready a couple of beaten 
egg yolks and a bottle of beer. 
Some authorities think it is bet- 
ter if the beer has been opened 
and is a little stale. Put a half 
cup of beer in the egg yolks 


and mix them well. Add this to 
the cheese mixture, still stirring 
all the time. It will be pretty 
thin when you put in the beer 
and egg, so keep cooking and 
stirring until it thickens. 

Have your buttered toast hot 
and ready and pour it on. This 
recipe will make four people 
happy.

DISH that lends itself ad- 
mirably to the chafing dish 
is kidneys, pan broiled or 
sauteed. Allow three or four 
lamb kidneys to a person. Use 
about two tablepsoons of fat or 
butter in the dish. and when it’s 
good and hot, put in the kidneys. 
Cook them over a moderate fire 


for about six minutes, turning 
them so they brown on all sides. 
Season them after they are 
browned. For some people they 
are ready to serve at this point. 
Or, you can blend in a table- 
spoon of flour, add a cup of 
water and bring the liquid to a 
boil, stirring al! the time. Let it 
simmer for a couple of minutes 
and serve it with the kidneys.

F you want to turn out some- 
[ ening a little more tony along 

the same line, you can try the 
French version. Remove the fat 
and skin from your veal or lamb 
kidneys and cook them lightly 
in butter which has been heated 
to the foaming stage. You can 
do this in the kitchen. Don't 
cook them until completely done. 

In your chafing dish, cook a 
few cubes of bacon in butter, 
then sprinkle them very lightly 
with flour and ‘shake them 
around for about 10 seconds 
over the fire. Then add a glass 
of bouillon, a slight tablespoon 
of tomato puree, a teaspoon of 
mustard, a glass of sherry, a few 
sliced mushrooms and salt and 
pepper to taste. Bring it to a 
boil and reduce it a little. 

Now pour in the _ kidneys, 
which, after having been cooked 
in the other pan, have also been 
sliced. Then let everything sim- 
mer for a few minutes until the 
kidneys are fully cooked. At the 
same time, don’t cook them too 
long, or they will get tough. 
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GOOD vegetable dish for 
A sour chafing dish is sauteed 

potatoes. It doesn’t sound 
like much, but it’s wonderful if 
you do it right and use the right 
kind of potatoes. Don't use the 
mealy kind. 

Boil them in their skins and 
let them get cold. Then remove 
the skins and cut them in thin 
slices. Put them in a dish. Now, 
at the chafing dish, get the dish 
real hot. It must be good and 
hot before you put in the butter. 
Then put in a generous hunk of 
butter and let it reach the foam- 
ing stage. 

Now toss in the potatoes, but 
not too many or you won't be 
able to toss them properly. Keep 
tossing them in the hot butter 
until they're golden brown. Salt 
them when they're ready to 
serve,

Trouble in Exemptions 
By Frank O'Brien 


(Fourth of a Series.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP). 
OR most people, exemptions 
F provide the biggest reduction 
of taxable income. You get a 
$600 exemption for yourself and, 
within limits, $600 for each per- 
son who lives on your income. 


Faulty exemptions claims are 
the biggest source of trouble for 
taxpayers. So it is well to check 
up on whom you can claim. 


Usually, when you make out 
an income tax form, one of the 
first things you do is list your- 
self and your immediate family 
as exemptions — your wife or 
husband and your children. Chil- 
dren include stepchildren and 
legally adopted youngsters, but 
you don’t get an exemption for 
a child who made more than 
$599.99 during the year. Also, 
you must furnish more than half 
the child's support to claim an 
exemption. Age does not matter. 
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YOU GET FULL exemption 
for a child born during the year 
—right up to midnight, Dec. 31, 
1953. 

You list your husband or wife 
as an exemption only on joint 
returns or on a separate return 
where your spouse had no in- 
come. 

If you were over 65 or blind 
at the end of 1953 you get two 
exemptions. If you were both, 
you get three. That applies to 
both husband and wife. 


You also can claim exemp- 
tions for close relatives. And 
this is often where trouble starts. 
To claim them for exemptions 
you must fill out Schedule I on 
Form 1040 or Schedule A on 
Form 1040A. Claims will not be 
allowed unless the schedules are 
filled out fully and they ask 
some pointed questions. 

Here are the relatives which 
can qualify as exemptions under 
the law: 

Parents, grandparents, broth- 
ers, sisters, grandchildren, step- 
sisters and brothers, stepparents. 
In-laws also qualify in the fol- 
lowing categories; mother, fa- 
ther, brother, sister, daughter, 
son. In addition you can claim 
uncles, aunts, nephews and 
nieces if related to you by blood 
—you can't claim these relatives 
for both husband and wife ex- 
cept on a joint return.

Such rela- 
tives may be claimed only if: 

1. You furnished more than 
half their support in 1953. 

2. Each one claimed did not 


earn more than $600 in the year. 

3. They are citizens of the 
United States or residents of the 
United States, Canada or Mex- 


ico. (Better get an expert if 
there is doubt about what a resi- 
dent is.) 

4. The dependent relative does 
not file a joint return with his 
husband or wife.

They hate two sons, Robert, 
20 years old, a Dartmouth col- 
lege junior, and John, 16, a high 
school junior. 

Mrs. Leopold served as Secre- 
tary of State in Connecticut be- 
fore President Eisenhower 
named her to the women’s bu- 
reau post. Mrs. Charlotte Miller, 
one of Mrs, Leopold’s top aids 
in Connecticut, calls her former 
boss “a softie.” 

“Say you're sick and need 
money to meet hospital 'bills,” 
Mrs. Miller says. ‘Heaven and 
earth wouldn’t keep her from 
buffing in and helping you out. 
It has happened.” 

Add to that a quick mind, a 
capacity for hard work, a com- 
manding and attractive appear- 
ance whether’s she’s behind a 
desk or on a dance floor, a 
vibrant personality, an artistic 
bent (she designs toys), and you 
have a rough word protrait of 
Mrs. Leopold. 

She’s tall, with a junoesque 
figure. “Built on the big side,” 
she says. 

Her wavy, black hair is set 
off by a gray lock in front. Her 
eyes are hazel, appearing to 
change from gray to blue with 
her mood, and costume.

FFICIAL biographies say she 
() 2: born in Scranton, Pa., 
44 years ago. 

“That’s what it says; let’s leave 
it that way,” she says lightly. 
You get the impression she 
wouldn't protest if you added a 
year or two.

Like Mrs. Helen Loy, who was 
named to handle publicity on 
Mrs. Leopold’s 1950 campaign as 
Secretary of State, although the 
two had never met.

“At first, I thought she was 
cold—a woman of definite ideas, 
strictly business, strictly the job 
at hand,” another woman asso- 
ciate says. “Then I began to find 
out how much time she spent on 
people. She really likes to help 
the other guy.” 

Miss Agnes Kerr, Mrs. 
Leopold’s personal secretary in 
her pre-Washington days, says 
she had her figured wrong too. 

“I was a bit in awe of her— 
afraid she would be tough to 
work for. But she’s easy to 
please. She’s got a heart as big 
as all outdoors. And she’s a hard 
worker.” | 

A hard worker was what Mrs. 
Leopold proved herself on one 
of the major projects of her ad- 
ministration as Secretary of 
State—a complete revision of 
the Connecticut election laws. 

The hard worker description 
held true, when she became, for 
one day, the first woman ever 
to serve as acting Governor of 
Connecticut. The job fell to her 
when the three officials who 
outranked her all happened to 
be outside the state the same

In answer to so many 
questions asked this department 
—yes—unless the floor is warped 
or badly damaged otherwise, or 
finished with so dark and deep 
a stain that it requires special 
treatment. 

A sanding machine, which can 
be rented, prepares the floor in 
the easiest and best way when 
it is used properly, first to re- 
move the old finish and then to 
smooth the surface for the new. 

The floor must be entirely 
clean and smooth—the finish 
itself merely covers and protects 
the wood and cannot, correct 
roughness or flaws. 

New finishes themselves are 
easy to brush on and are excel- 
lent. Shellac and varnish can be 
used, but the newer penetrating 
sealers are hardier. 

One floor finish that is un- 
usually hardy is an adaptation 
for home floors of a bowling 
alley finish.

both men and women. It was 
defeated in 1949 but passed two 
years later.

For Mrs. Leopold, the de- 
cision came like the snap of a 
finger. She had quit the busi- 
ness world to raise her boys be- 
cause, she said, “with children, 
it just wasn’t right” to go on 
working. Meanwhile she served 
as chairman of the Voters Serv- 
ice Committee for the League of 
Women Voters. As such she su- 
pervised preparation of two 
pamphlets entitled, ‘Value Your 
Vote,” and “Don’t Be an Arm- 
chair Citizen.” 

“One day,” she says, “while 
riding home on a train from the 
league headquarters, I told my- 
self: ‘Honest to goodness, I'm a 
dope. Why don’t I stop preach- 
ing and get into politics my- 
self?” 

“You mean you fell for your 
own propaganda?” she was 
asked. 

“Yes,” she replied with a 
chuckle. “I fell for it hook, line, 
and sinker.” 

She went directly to the G.O.P. 
town chairman. Soon after she 
became a member and vice- 
chairman of the local committee. 

What qualifications should 
women have for public life? 

She has no use for “political 
hacks—women who think they 
should get a job solely because 
they’re women rather than for 
what they can bring to the job.” 

Politics, she says, ‘‘needs 
women with strong convictions 
and a lot of idealism.” 

Though a Republican, Mrs. 
Leopold has had plenty of prac- 
tice getting along with Demo- 
crats. Her husband is “a Mary- 
land Democrat,” as she describes 
him. He has served on the 
Weston school board and was 
elected to the town finance com- 
mittee recently. 

“We have neyer disagreed on 
what’s right for the country,” 
she says. Commented her hus- 
band: 

“Politics is the only subject 
we never have had an argument 
about. There isn’t much differ- 
ance between a patriotic, intel- 
ligent Democrat and a patriotic, 
intelligent Republican.”

Contract 
Bridge

N such a hand as the follow- 
| ing there are so many possi- 

bilities of play that the best 
line is not readily apparent. 

Choose your own play, dear 
reader, and then compare it with 
my suggestion in the last para- 
graph below. 


The bidding: 
North East South West 
Pass Pass 14 Pass 
2 Pass 3a Pass 
3N.T. Pass 54 Pass 
64a Pass Pass Pass 


West ovened the heart jack. 
South, after winning with the 
blank ace, led a club to the 
oueen, discarded a diamond on 
the heart king, then led the club 
six-to the ace. He ruffed his 
last small club in dummy, then 
cashed the top trumps. West 
showed out, and it became 
known that South would have 
to lose a spade trick. He laid 
down the high club. East ruffed 
and exited with a heart, which 
declarer ruffed. Now South had 
to rely on the diamond finesse, 
and that went wrong. 

Obviously, a finesse against 
the jack of trumps would have 
meant automatic success, but 
South could certainly not be ex- 
pected to guess the distribution 
of cards, and, as a matter of 
fact, “percentage” favors the 
play for a drop in this situation. 
No—it was not South’s failure 
to finesse that 'laid him open 
to the slightest criticism; it was 
his oversight of the most logical, 
non-double-dummy line—as fol- 
lows: 

At the second trick South 
should lead to the queen of 
clubs. He should then cash the 
king of hearts, discarding a dia- 
mond from his own. hand, and 
next, he should ruff a heart. 
Now he cashes the club ace and 
ruffs a club in dummy, after 
which he trumps dummy’s last 
heart with the ten. Finally, he 
lays down the three high trumps 
—and the fact that East has a 
sure trump trick is of no con- 
sequence! South leads his last 
(high) club. East can ruff, but 
then he must return a diamond 
from the king up to dummy’s 
A-Q. If East does not ruff the 
club—if he discards a diamond 
—South simply cashes the dia- 
mond ace for the twelfth trick,

MONTREAL, 


WAS very much interested 

the other day in a state- 

ment made by the new King 
of Saudi Arabia to the effect 
that 10,000,000 Arabs should 
be sacrificed to get rid of the 
Israeli. In one way I imagine 
the people of Israel should be 
proud of the fact that the 
Arabs estimate they will need 
10,000,000 to be sacrificed in 
war to subdue a couple of 
million people. 

In another way it seemed 
to me, as a citizen of the 
United States believing in the 
United Nations and in the 
hope cf a peaceful world, that 
this was a shocking statement. 
The United Nations resolution 
dividing Palestine did not 
please many of the people im- 
mediately interested, but the 
Israelis have accepted it and 
gone ahead and built on that 
tremendous influx of immi- 
gration from the Arab states 
and Europe which includes 
many people who have become 
a burden on the country. 
Still, democracy has been pre- 
served and economic and po- 
litical stabilization are moving 
forward.

THE PROBLEMS are great 
in Israel but they are being 
met and conquered, and since 
in that area of the world this 
is one of the strongholds of 
democratic government, it 
would seem that it was a para- 
mount interest to the coun- 
tries of the West to support 
and help it grow. 

This in no way means an- 
tagonism br unwillingness to 
help the Arab states to grow, 
but two of the Arab states, 
Egypt and Syria, are under a 
dictatorship. Even though that 
dictatorship may have been 
necessary and may be the 
most benevolent government 
that can be developed at pres- 
ent, it still means that these 
states are not democratically 
governed and may still have 
political and military upheav- 
als. This group of Arab states 
has expressed its loss of confi- 
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dence in the United States 
and in the West by remaining 
strictly neutral in the differ- 
ences between the Soviet Un- 
ion and the United States. As 
far as the Korean war is con- 
cerned, they have shown in 
every possible vote their mis- 
trust of the U.N. cause in 
Korea. 


Many people deplore the 
loss of friendship for the 
United States in the Arab 
states and feel it is due to the 
fact that the United States 
was willing to back the United 
Nations proposal for the di- 
vision of Palestine. Whatever 
the cause, the results are 
deplorable and the policies 
now pursued are far more 
disturbing than the creation 
of the Government of Israel.

IT SEEMS TO ME a most 
shocking thing for the head 
of the government in these 
days of tension to announce 
what is tantamount to a ver- 
bal declaration of war. For 
the United States, therefore, 
to contemplate giving arms to 
the Arab countries seems to 
me a highly questionable 
pélicy. 

I am sure we have the most 
laudable intentions, first of 
showing that we are willing 
to help both Israel and the 
Arab states on an equal basis, 
next we are undoubtedly hop- 
ing that these arms will make 
the Arab states feel that they 
can put up some fight if the 
Soviet Union should decide to 
attack them. 


I can see no teason whatso- 
ever which will prevent the 
Arabs from using these arms 
against Israel, if they are so 
inclined, and once that hap- 
pens a bitter war will ensue 
in that area of the world and 
we will be forced to take a 
stand which would certainly 
complicate matters considera- 
bly and face us with an in- 
creasingly difficult problem.

Though he failed to find the 
fountain, he did find Florida, 
which some enthusiasts con- 
sider practically the same 
thing, and he left his impress 
indelibly on the island of 
Puerto Rico.

IN ORDER to reach Puerto 
Rico by Pan-American flight 
from Martinique, I had to get 
up at half-past two in the 
morning. I felt the need of 
a few drops from the legen- 
dary fountain, but all I had 
was some Coffee, and at three 
I was on my way to the air- 
port. In the darkness we 
passed convoys of banana 
trucks; the driver said they 
were all going to Germany, 
and that Germany paid cash. 


Seen from the low-flying 
plane, Puerto Rico reminded 
me of Malta, the same creamy 
yellow stone, the same ancient 
fortresses, But there the re- 
semblance ceased, for Puerto 
Rico has been so Americanized 
within the last few years, so 
organized as a playground for 
wealthy Americans, that it has 
lost some of its foreign flavor. 
It is beautiful, modern and ef- 


ficient: .I by-passed the new 
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Caribe-Hilton Hotel, which !s 
the talk of all the islands, in 
favor of something less expen- 
sive. But after seeing it and 
eating there, I must admit 
that it is more. than a luxury 
hotel; it achieves a sort of per- 
fection. 

The Young Men's Christian 
Association in San Juan has a 
very beautiful building to 
which they were adding 37 
rooms. I heard their work 
praised by the natives. 


“It keeps our boys off the 
streets,” they said. Last year 
300 memberships of $6 were 
bought by wealthy Puerto 
Ricans for as many poor boys, 
so that they might have the 
privileges of the Y.M.C.A.

WHICH REMINDS ME ip- 
evitably of centennials — I 
thought I was through with 
them. But at Ponce they were 
celebrating the centennial of 
their firehouse, famous be- 
cause it is hideous and strik- 
ing with its horizontal red and 
black stripes. It was designed 
by two young Italian architects 
—and one wonders how many 
rum punches went into the ex- 
ecution. However, the people 
of Ponce, the second city of 
Puerto Rico, have a real af- 
fection for their firehouse, 
“Las Bombas.” 

The University of Puerto 
Rico in San Juan has attrac- 
tive buildings and a lovely 
campus. I wished I might have 
seen the students but it was 
closed for the holidays, and 
quite deserted. 

I did not do justice to 
Puerto Rico, but I was eager 
to get to Haiti before New 
Year's, the day when they 
would celebrate their sesqui- 
centennial of independence as 
a republic. Only they call it 
the “Tri-cinquantenaire,” which 
means three fifties.
